1. DESPITE EMBASSY'S USE OF REFTEL TALKING POINTS WITH GOI 
OFFICIALS ON SEVERAL OCCASIONS, IRISH STILL HAVE ACUTE SENSE 
OF BEING LEFT OUT OF US CONTACTS WITH EC FOREIGN MINISTERS. 

RIGHTLY OR WRONGLY THEY STILL BELIEVE SECRETARY HAS SEEN 
EIGHT EC FONMINS IN RECENT WEEKS, IF NOT AT UNGA. AS 

ONLY NON-NATO MEMBER OF EC, IRELAND BEGINS DEBATE ON 
US/EX RELATIONS WITH SPECIAL PROBLEM, AND WE WOULD NOT WISH SEE 
IT NEEDLESSLY MAGNIFIED. FORTUNATELY, FONMIN FITZGERALD 
IS HIGHLY INTELLIGENT AND OPEN TO REASONED ARGUMENTS.
